The Eighty-Sixth Annual Meeting of the American Dental Association opens at 
the Stevens Hotel, Chicago, October 16. Because of wartime restrictions on travel, 
no scientific sessions will be held and activity will be limited to the transaction of 
official business. The War Service Committee, the Committee on Legislation and 


. the Council of Dental Health will hold open meetings during the convention. 


Conflicting views on the problems of postwar health are heard at hearings before 
the Pepper Committee in Washington. . . . The British government introduces in 
Parliament a sweeping plan for social security for all citizens. The annual cost of 
the program is announced to be more than two and one-half billions of dollars. 

The bill granting the Naval Dental Corps a larger measure of administrative 
authority in its own affairs has been reported favorably by the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs. Consideration by the lower chamber was prevented when Rep- 
resentative Bates, Massachusetts, refused to concur in unanimous consent, which 
was necessary to bring the measure to vote. . . . Ten persons connected with the 
J. B. Cleveland Dental Plate Co., East St. Louis, IIl., are given fines in a federal 
mail order denture case. 

The Army names a general hospital in Puerto Rico after Major Fernando Rod- 
rigues, dental officer who died in 1932. . . . The Veterans Administration announces 
that dental students formerly in the ASTP are not eligible for educational benefits 
granted by the G.I. Bill. . . . Seven Army dental officers are reported dead in various 
war theaters. ... “Hundreds of dentists” are soon to be released by the Army, 
according to current reports. .. . Frank C. Cady, U.S. Public Health Service, re- 
ceives dental assignment with the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration. . . . The War Service Committee reveals that dental officers respond- 
ing to questionnaires indicate a desire for postwar refresher courses, changes in 
licensure reciprocity and an opportunity to obtain surplus government equipment 
and supplies.

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A.D.A. Delegates and Alternates Move to 
Chicago for Opening of Annual Meeting 


Delegates and Alternates to the 
Eighty-Sixth Annual Meeting of the 
American Dental Association have 
started their journeys to Chicago, where 
a convention limited to the transactions 
of business affairs opens next Monday, 
October 16. For the third time dur- 
ing the war emergency, the Association 
has heeded the government’s request for 
limiting all but essential transportation 
and has given up all scientific sessions 
and exhibits. The present meeting, 
originally scheduled for Omaha, was 
transferred to Chicago in order to ease 
the transportation problem for the many 
Delegates and Alternates who have a 
long distance to travel. 

Local arrangements for the annual 
meeting are in the hands of Herbert E. 
King, Omaha, and William I. McNeil, 
Chicago, who are co-chairmen of the 
Local Arrangements Committee. 


TRUSTEES.—The Board of Trustees will 
open its sessions at the call of the Presi- 
dent, Captain Wells, Friday, October 13, 
and will remain in session throughout 
the meeting. 

HOUSE OF DELEGATES.—The House of 
Delegates will have four regular sessions : 
two on Monday, one on Tuesday and 
one on Wednesday. The interval be- 
tween sessions will be taken up with 
hearings, open meetings of committees 
and councils and the preparation of re- 
ports for submission to later sessions of 
the House of Delegates. It is anticipated 
that various military and government of- 
ficials will take part in the deliberations 
of committees and of the Delegates. The 
Illinois State Dental Society and the 
Chicago Dental Society will act as hosts 
at a luncheon to all members of the 
House of Delegates Monday noon, Oc-. 
tober, 16.

ARMY DENTAL CORPS 


Army Plans Release of “Several Hundred” 
Dental Officers in Near Future 


With the peak of the work load past, 
several hundred dental officers will be 
relieved from active duty with the Army 
shortly, permitting their return to pri- 
vate practice, the War Department an- 
nounced September 25. 

Their relief will be accomplished by 
means of separation quotas to be given 
by the Surgeon General to the Army 
Air Forces, Army Ground Forces, De- 
fense Commands, Service Commands, 
Technical Services and other headquar- 
ters having dental officers under their 
command. 

The Army’s biggest job in expanding 
and organizing the Dental Corps for war 
was to bring into the service enough 
dentists to perform necessary repair work 
on the teeth of the men in uniform. 
Since Pearl Harbor more than 1,000,000 
new dentures have been supplied, and 
approximately the same number of men 
made dentally fit for general military 
service. 

Now that this has been done, the 
problem for the future will be to keep 
the teeth of the men in the Army up 
to required military standards. This 
will require fewer dental officers than 
were needed for the earlier and heavier 
responsibility. 

Commanding officers were reminded 
by the announcement that the primary 
consideration in recommending release 
of dental officers was the maintenance of 
the physical and professional standards 
of Dental Corps officer personnel at the 
highest possible level. The following 
priority was established for the release 
of officers in replacement pools or else- 
where whose services can be spared : 


1. Officers not physically capable of 
doing a full day’s duty operating at a 
dental chair. 

2. Limited service officers requiring 
special consideration as to climate, diet, 
or type of work, or who are qualified for 
assignment in the United States only. 

3. Officers whose relief from active 
duty can be accomplished under current 
War Department policies governing of: 
ficer personnel generally. 

4. Officers selected by the Surgeon 
General who can be released with least 
detriment to the service. This category 
will be used after exhausting all others, 
to make up the number required to be 
released to reduce an existing surplus 
of dental officer personnel. 


ARMY STATEMENT.—The Dental Division 
of the Surgeon General’s Office, U. S. 
Army, has issued the following statement 
on the War Department announcement : 

“Several hundred dental officers, ac- 
cording to a letter from the Adjutant 
General’s Office, September 29, 1944, 
will be relieved from active duty, in the 
following priority, who: a. Physically are 
incapable of a full day’s duty ; b. Require 
special considerations as to climate, diet 
and type of work; c. May be relieved 
from active duty under current War 
Department policies ; d. May be released 
with the least detriment to the service. 

“Officers are selected for relief from 
active duty in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the above cited letter and W.D. 
Circular No. 341, August 19, 1944. 
There are no directives at the present 
time which permit a dental officer to 
initiate such a request.”

COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION 


SincLE ConGrREssMAN HoLps 
up Navy But Vore 1n Howse. 


After winning a favorable report from 
the House Naval Affairs Committee by 
a vote of 21 to 2, the Navy Dental bill 
H.R. 4216, which would grant more ad- 
ministrative authority to the Naval 
Dental Corps, was prevented from com- 
ing to a vote by the objection of a single 
member of the House of Representa- 
tives, George J. Bates, Salem, Mass. 


’ Congressman Bates refused to concur in 


the unanimous consent which is neces- 
sary in the House for the consideration 
of a bill in those periods when many 
representatives are not in Washington. 
Congressman Bates was reported as 
stating that the reason for his action 
was his belief “that all dentists in the 
future should be physicians first and 
then dentists” and that “he could see no 
difference between physicians of the 
nose and throat and dentists.” 

The Committee on Legislation, 
through Sterling V. Mead, chairman, 


anticipates that the House Rules Com- 


mittee will report the bill for action 
when Congress reconvenes November 
415. Under such circumstances, the re- 
fusal of a single member of the House 
to concur in unanimous consent will not 
influence consideration of the bill. 

The Committee on Legislation urges 
every dentist to communicate with his 
own members of the Senate and House 
of Representatives in order to urge sup- 
port of the Naval Dental bills S. 2144 
and H.R. 4216. The latter is the one 
that has just been reported favorably 
by the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
while S.2144 is an identical companion 
bill introduced im the Senate by Sen. 
Charles O. Andrews, Florida. 


TEXT OF BILL.—The text of the bills, S.2144 
and H.R. 4216, follows: 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES BILL 

NO. H.R. 4216 
SENATE BILL NO. S. 2144 

A bill to provide-more~efficient dental care 
for the personnel of the United States Navy. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, 

That the Secretary of the Navy shall within 
six months after the date of enactment of this 
Act reorganize the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery in accordance with the provisions 
hereof. 

SEC. 2. The functions of the Medical Corps 
and those of the Dental Corps shall each be 
defined and prescribed by regulations of the 
Secretary of the Navy, and each such corps 
shall have a Director, who shall be responsible 
to the Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery. 

SEC. 3. An officer of the Medical Corps of 
the Navy shall be detailed as the Director of 
the Medical Corps, and an officer of the Den- 
tal Corps of the Navy shall be detailed as 
Director of the Dental Corps. Such officers, 
while so serving, shall have the rank, pay, and 
allowances of a rear admiral. No provision of 
this Act shall be construed to reduce the rank 
or pay of any person. 

SEC. 4. The Secretary of the Navy shall 
provide by regulations for establishing on ships 
and on shore stations dental services to be 
administered under the senior dental officer 
who shall be responsible directly to the com- 
manding officer of such ship or shore station 
for all professional, technical, and administra- 
tive matters in connection therewith. 

SEC. 5. The Secretary of the Navy shall 
provide by regulations for a suitable number of 
dental technicians of appropriate ratings and 
ranks and for their training, detail, retention, 
supervision, and direction by appropriate den- 
tal officers in carrying out the provisions of 
this Act. 

SEC. 6. In carrying out the provisions 
hereof, the Secretary of the Navy shall consult 
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with the Chief of Naval Operations and shall 
not impose any administrative requirements 
hereunder on combatant ships or in combatant 
areas ashore which would interfere with the 
proper functioning of battle organizations. 

SEC. 7. All laws and parts of laws in con- 
flict herewith are hereby repealed. 
COMMITTEE REPORT.—In its favorable 
report on the bill, the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee made the following 
statements : 

Purpose of the Bill—-The purpose of the 
proposed legislation, as’ indicated by its title, 
is to provide more efficient dental care for the 
personnel of the United States Navy. The bill 
is designed to accomplish this purpose largely 
through a change of administrative practices 
and procedures which will place professional, 
technical and administrative dental matters in 
the hands of dental officers and will make the 
senior dental officer on ships and shore stations 
directly responsible to the commanding officer 
in this connection. 

Objectives of the Bill_—Primary: 1. Direct 
approach for senior dental officers to com- 
manding officer of ships, stations and hospitals. 

2. Right of senior dental officer to exercise 
full control of the dental activity. 

3. Control of dental personnel by senior 
dental officer. 

Secondary: Dental participation in the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery headed by a 
rear admiral of the Dental Corps through 
whom dental matters pass from field to Sur- 
geon General. 


CONCLUSIONS OF COMMITTEE.—The Na- 
val Affairs Committee continued its re- 
ports with its conclusions, the effect of 
the changes that it had made in the 
text of the bill and an analysis of the 
proposed legislation. These sections of 
the committee’s report follow: 
Conclusions of the Committee.—The factual 
basis of the foregoing statements has not been 
challenged, and the Naval Affairs Committee 
concurs in the practically unanimous opinion 
of Naval Dental Officers that a legislative 
remedy should be provided to correct present 
inequities. The committee has also carefully 
considered the report of the Navy Department 
and the testimony of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel and Rear Admiral 


Thomas I. Gatch, U. S. Navy opposing enact- 
ment of H.R. 4216. The principal objections 
which have been raised relate to the effect of 
the proposed legislation on the existing naval 
organization, and in framing the committee 
substitute for the original provisions of the bill, 
these objections have been very carefully con- 
sidered. 

Effect of Committee Changes.—1. The orig- 
inal provision requiring the reorganization 
within a sixty day period has been lengthened 
to six months. 

2. The provisions relating to the reorgan- 
ization have been clarified and made more 
flexible. 

3. Protection of the proper functioning of 
the battle organization is achieved by specific 
provisions limiting administrative changes on 
combatant ships and in combatant areas 
ashore. 


ANALYSIS OF BILL.—H.R. 4216 is reported 
with an amendment which strikes out all after 
the enacting clause and in lieu thereof inserts 
seven sections of new matter. Accordingly, the 
explanation which follows is of the Committee 
amendment and not the original bill, and the 
reference to sections refers to sections of the 
Committee amendment. 

The first section directs the Secretary of the 
Navy to reorganize the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery in accordance with the provisions 
of the proposed act and provides that such 
reorganization shall be effected within six 
months after the date of its enactment. 

Section 2 provides that the functions of the 
Medical Corps and of the Dental Corps shall 
each be defined and prescribed by regulations 
of the Secretary. It also provides that each 
such corps shall have a Director and that-such 
Director shall be responsible to the Chief of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 


Section 3 requires that the Director of the 
Medical Corps shall be an officer of that corps 
and that the Director of the Dental Corps shall 
be an officer of such corps. It also establishes 
the rank, pay and allowances of each director 
by providing that these shall be that of a rear 
admiral. The section also safeguards its pos- 
sible effect on rank or pay of personnel by pro- 
viding that it shall not be construed to reduce 
the rank or pay of any person. 

Section 4 directs the Secretary of the Navy 
to promulgate appropriate regulations which 
shall have the effect of establishing both on

ships and at shore stations the administration 
of dental services under the senior dental offi- 
cer and which will make such officer respon- 
sible to the commanding officer of the ship or 
station for all professional, technical and ad- 
ministrative matters in connection with dental 
services. 

Section 5 requires that the regulations of the 
Secretary shall result in a suitable number of 
dental technicians of appropriate ratings and 
ranks from personnel now serving with dental 
officers and also will insure that the training, 
detail, retention, supervision and direction of 
such dental technicians shall be by dental offi- 
cers. (This will not constitute an increase in 
personnel. ) 

Section 6 is designed to safeguard the proper 
functioning of battle organization. It requires 
that the Secretary of the Navy shall consult 
with the Chief of Naval Operations in carrying 
out the reorganization and issuing the regula- 
tions required under the bill and that he shall 
not impose any requirements in connection 
therewith on combatant ships or in combatant 
areas which would interfere with the proper 
functioning of battle organizations. 

Section 7 provides that all laws or parts of 
laws in conflict with the sections of the pro- 
posed act would be repealed. 


Fines Imposep IN FEDERAL 
Mai Orper Denture 


Ten persons connected with the J. B. 
Cleveland Dental Plate Co., East St. 
Louis, Ill., were fined various amounts 
September 12 on a charge of “using the 
mails for the purpose of sending into 
certain states, dentures constructed by 
casts or impressions made by persons not 
licensed to practice dentistry.” This 


‘announcement, made through the Bu- 


reau of the Chief Inspector, Chicago Di- 
vision, Post Office Department, stated 
that the violations occurred during the 
period of June 24 to November 23, 1943. 

Joseph S. Batt, owner and manager of 
the J. B. Cleveland Dental Plate Co., 
was fined $700 on each of four counts. 
Sentence was suspended on five counts 
and one count was dismissed. Batt was 
also placed on probation for a period of 
one year.

DENTAL EDUCATION 


ASTP Srupents Nor 
For Benerits Unper G.I. 


Dental students who have been dis- 
charged from the Army Specialized 
Training Program and who have elected 
to continue their dental studies are not 
eligible to receive educational benefits 
under the terms of the so-called G.I. 
Bill (Servicemen’s Readjustment Act), 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Adminis- 
trator of Veterans Affairs, Veterans 
Administration, stated recently. 

The decision stated that “it is held 
that one whose sole service in the armed 
forces consisted in continuation of his 
chosen professional course in college, 
which course was not interrupted by 
military necessity but, in fact, is con- 
tinued at the student’s own choice in 
civil life, which choice is evidenced by 
election to apply for discharge from the 
service in lieu of continuing in active 
military duty, is not eligible for educa- 
tional training under the provisions of 
the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 
1944.” 

The War Service Committee of the 
American Dental Association has lodged 
a protest against this decision with the 
Veterans Administration. 
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George L. Powers, new dean of the College 
of Dentistry, Baylor University. 


Georce L. Powers Is New 
Dean AT Baytor UNIVERSITY 

George L. Powers, Memphis, Tenn., 
has been appointed dean of the 
College of Dentistry, Baylor University, 
Dallas, to succeed the late dean, Fred- 
erick W. Hinds. Dr. Powers assumed 
his new duties in July. 

Dr. Powers is a graduate of Vander- 
bilt University. Until his appointment 
as dean, he was a member of the faculty 
of the University of Tennessee College 
of Dentistry. For eighteen years, he 
was a member of the Tennessee Board 
of Dental Examiners, holding the office 
of president of that body for sixteen 
consecutive years. He has held many 
offices in his state society and for ten 
years was a member of the Dental Edu- 
cational Council of America. Before his 
appointment as dean, Dr. Powers was 
in general practice in Memphis. 


Army TO PROTEST 
oN DISCONTINUATION OF ASTP 


The War Department, in answer to 
protests lodged against the abolition of 
the Army Dental Specialized Training 
Program, has reiterated its original posi- 
tion that a reduction in the need for 
dentists by the Army dictated the action. 
This answer was given August 19 by 
Maj. Gen. J. A. Ulion, the Adjutant 
General, U. S. Army, to a letter from 
C. Raymond Wells, President of the 
American Dental Association. The 
text of General Ulion’s letter follows: 
TEXT.—Owing to the stress of official business, 
the Secretary of War has asked me to reply to 
your letters of August 2 and 5, 1944, relative to 
the Dental AST Program. 

Under recently established policies, current 
seniors will be continued and graduated under 
the Dental AST Program. Other dental 
trainees in that program are given the option 
of discharge from the Army or assignment to 
the Medical Department as enlisted men, at 
the expiration of their current semesters. A 
similar option is afforded enlisted men who 
have completed their predental training or 
will complete it in their current semesters, pro- 
vided they have letters of acceptance and will 
enter accredited dental schools not later than 
December 31, 1944. Those who elect discharge 
will be separated from the Army at a time 
appropriate to facilitate their continuance or 
entry in dental school, as the case may be, in 
a civilian capacity. War Department experi- 
ence with the termination of Veterinary AST 
Program indicates that the major portion will 
elect to be separated from the Army. 

The change in Dental AST Program has 
been dictated by a material reduction in the 
anticipated requirements of the Armed Forces, 
a situation which could not be foreseen a year 
ago. The War Department would not be justi- 
fied in continuing the full program merely be- 
cause funds are available. The present policies 
were effected after thorough consideration, and 
it is believed that they will cushion the ulti- 
mate termination of the program and augment 
the output of civilian graduates. 

The continuance of the Medical AST Pro- 
gram is predicated upon circumstances and 
conditions which are not applicable to the 
dental situation. 
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As you will appreciate, it would be almost 
impossible to resolve the conflicting interests 
and demands to the complete satisfaction of 
every one. However, the War Department has 
adopted the course of action outlined, as a 
practical solution in the light of circumstances 
presently known or anticipated.

Allan G. Brodie, professor and head 
of the Department of Orthodontia at 
the College of Dentistry, University of 
Illinois, was named as acting dean of 
that institution September 1 to succeed 
Howard M. Marjerison, who resigned to 
become associate director of the For- 
syth Dental Infirmary, Boston. Dr. 
Brodie is a dental graduate of the uni- 
versity. In addition he holds the de- 
grees of master of science and doctor of 


philosophy (anatomy) from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. He is also a graduate of 
the Angle School of Orthodontia. 

Dr. Brodie came to the University of 
Illinois in 1929 as assistant professor of 
orthodontia in order to develop a pro- 
gram of graduate instruction in that 
field. In 1937 he was given the added 
responsibility of reorganizing the teach- 
ing of orthodontia to undergraduate 
students and of ptesenting these courses. 
In recent years Dr. Brodie has devoted 
full time to teaching and research. 


THE WAR 


Lieut. Marvin Hurr . 
IN Out or PLANE 


Lieut. Marvin E. Chapin, Chicago, 
who entered the Army as a dental of- 
ficer, but became a pilot with the Ninth 
Air Force in England, has added an- 
other heroic chapter to the history of 
World War II. 

At the base of the Cherbourg penin- 
sula, his plane was attacked by a Ger- 
man fighter and riddled with machine 
gun bullets. Lieutenant Chapin nursed 
the crippled plane back to England, but 
when he was ready to land he discovered 
that a 500 pound bomb under one wing 
had failed to be released. Since to land 
the plane with the bomb would be dis- 
astrous, Lieutenant Chapin regained al- 
titude and jumped. The tail of his 
plane whipped across his right leg, am- 
putating it just below the knee. The 
injured flyer pulled his parachute rip- 
cord and twisted a tourniquet above his 
knee. In a letter to a former associate 
in Chicago, Lieutenant Chapin wrote 
that he prayed that “God would be a 
good fellow” and let him complete the 
tourniquet application before he lost 
consciousness. He added, “He was.” 
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Lieut. Marvin Chapin 


Lieutenant Chapin, who had com- 
pleted twenty-one. missions before his 
injury, was awarded the Air Medal 
with two oak leaf clusters and the Pur- 
ple Heart. He is now at Atlanta Gen- 
eral Hospital, where he is awaiting a 
final revision operation. He was gradu- 
ated from the Chicago College of Den- 
tal Surgery, Dental School of Loyola 
University, Chicago, in 1938. 


Lieut. S. LEFKow1Tz 
Dies Aucust 17 


Lieut. Samuel Lefkowitz, who prac- 
ticed in Cleveland for fifteen years prior 
to his entrance into the Army, died of 
a heart attack at Camp Maxey, Texas, 
August 17. Lieut. Lefkowitz entered the 
Army in December 1942. He was 
graduated from Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, School of Dentistry, in 1927. 


Seven Army DentTAL Corps 
Orricers DEAD 


Seven officers of the Army Dental 
Corps have been reported dead recently 
in news received from various sources. 

Lieut. William B. Feindt, Baltimore, 
died June 6 somewhere in Asia, at the 
age of 28. He was a graduate of the 
School of Dentistry, University of Mary- 
land. 


Capt. Herman E. Gresik, Chicago, 
died July 3 somewhere in England, at the 
age of 25. He was a graduate of the 
Chicago College of Dental Surgery, 
Dental School of Loyola University, 
Chicago. 

Capt. Samuel Lefkowitz, Cleveland, 
died August 17 at Camp Maxey, Texas, 
at the age of 41. 

Capt. Irvin S. Roth, Jersey City, N. J., 
died July 20 at the age of 26 from 
wounds received in action in Normandy. 
He was a graduate of the College of 
Dentistry, State University of Iowa. 

Capt. Ben L. Salomon, who was grad- 
ated from the University of Southern 
California, School of Dentistry, in 1927, 
was killed in action somewhere in the 
Pacific area July 9. 


Capt. Harold G. Smith, Kokomo, Ind., 
was killed recently in action in France. 
He received wide publicity for his part 
in the African campaign and for his 
request to be transferred to an armored 
unit so that he could participate in more 
action. 

Capt. Philip R. Burling, Oak Park, 
Ill., was killed in the performance of 
duty somewhere in the Himalayas, April 
28. Captain Burling, who was also an 
aviator, had completed more than sixty 
successful flights in Indo-China for the 
Air Transport Command. He was the 
possessor of the Air Medal and a Presi- 
dential Citation. He was graduated 
from Northwestern. University Dental 
School in 1940. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH 


Hearing oN Postwar HEALTH 
Pians HELD BY SENATE COMMITTEE 


Conflicting views on the government's 
réle in dealing with postwar health prob- 
lems were heard in Washington when 
representatives of Medicine, Labor and 
Industry testified at a three-day hearing 
September 17-19 before the Senate sub- 
committee on wartime health and edu- 
cation (Pepper committee). State- 
ments were made at the hearing by the 
American Medical Association, the 
American Federation of Labor and other 
organizations on the problems arising 
from the report that five million Amer- 
ican men were rejected for selective 
service because they were physically un- 
fit. It was understood that representa- 
tives of the dental profession would 
testify before the subcommittee at a later 
date. 

PARRAN.—A_ national health plan in 
which physicians and research, hospital 
and other health personnel would be 
destined to cooperate with state and local 
governments to assure adequate health 
care was proposed by Thomas Parran, 
Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service. This plan was 
strongly endorsed by representatives of 
the American Federation of Labor, but 
most medical witnesses were opposed to 
any plan so extensive as to place great 
numbers of the medical profession on a 
salaried basis. 

A.M.A.—Representatives of the American 
Medical Association cautioned against 
too wide-sweeping plans for government 
control and any system that would tend 
to change present methods of compensa- 
tion for physicians. Roger I. Lee, presi- 
dent-elect of the medical organization, 
said that means of cooperation in a 
general plan could be found, but ex- 


plained that the physician’s point of 
view was directed against anything 
“which would tend to diminish the 
standards of the medical profession.” 
Another medical official pointed out that 
approximately one out of six men was 
rejected for remediable defects and “that 
the greatest significance in reports of re- 
jections would seem to be the notable 
lack of self-interest” on the part of the 
rejectee. 

BRISTOL.—Leverett D. Bristol, chairman 
of the health advisory council of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, 
urged the appointment of a national 
commission to direct state experiments 
as a preliminary to selecting the type 
of action which would ultimately be- 
come a country-wide program. He sug- 
gested that government health authori- 
ties and representatives of the health 
professions and of Industry and Labor 
should be represented on the commis- 
sion that would encourage plans for 
local health care. 
PEPPER.—Sen. Claude Pepper, Florida, 
chairman of the subcommittee, intimated 
that Congress might be prepared to 
authorize appropriation of dollar-for- 
dollar amounts to be given in aid to state 
health projects. The idea, he said, 
would go far toward useful government 
action, at the same time reconciling 
medical men to the subsidizing of medi- 
cine. 


Frank C. Capy, USPHS, 
Gets UNNRA AssIGNMENT 


Frank C. Cady, senior dental surgeon 
of the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice and dental director for District No. 
3 with headquarters in Chicago, has been 
assigned to the Health Division of the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Administration. Dr. Cady will 
leave for foreign duty in October. The 
new assignment will deal with the re- 
habilitation of dental service in the oc- 
cupied countries that are assigned to the 
United States by UNNRA. 
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Joint COMMITTEE ON PHysIcAL 
Fitness PLans ProGRAM 


The immediate establishment in the 
United States Office of Education of the 
position of deputy or assistant commis- 
sioner for physical and health education, 
together with an adequate staff of pro- 
fessionally qualified -personnel and an 
adequate budget for operating expenses, 
is being requested by the Joint Commit- 
tee on Physical Fitness, composed of 
representatives of the National Commit- 
tee on Physical Fitness and the American 
Medical Association, which has just con- 
cluded a meeting at the Palmer House 
in Chicago. 

The Joint Committee is inaugurating 
a nation-wide physical fitness movement 
to improve the health of the American 
people. One of its first objectives is the 
initiation of a “keep fit” program in the 
schools and colleges of the country. At 
its Chicago meeting, the committee made 
the following recommendation: “It is 
recommended that there be immediately 
established in the United States Office 
of Education the position of deputy or 
assistant commissioner for physical and 
health education, together with adequate 
staff and budget for travel and clerical 
and operating expenses. These positions 
should be filled by personnel profession- 
ally trained and expertly qualified for 
the work involved.” 

At the meeting, it was announced by 
Col. Leonard G. Rowntree, chairman of 
the Joint Committee and chief medical 
officer of the National Selective Service 
System, that, to date, the governors of 
twenty-two states have replied favorably 
to a letter sent them by Maj. Gen. Louis 
B. Hershey, director of the National 
Selective Service System, asking them to 
appoint state committees on physical fit- 
ness to cooperate with the joint commit- 
tee in carrying out the physical fitness 
movement. 

The Joint Committee has appointed a 
subcommittee to correlate present state 


laws on physical fitness and to present a 
report that can be used as the basis for 
the preparation of a model law on physi- 
cal fitness to be offered to states with- 
out such a law or those which might 
desire to change their present statute in 
this regard. 

The next meeting of the joint commit- 
tee will be held in Washington October 


23. 
British GOVERNMENT PROPOSES 
New PLAN For SOCIAL SECURITY 


A greatly enlarged program of social 
security for all citizens was presented 
September 26 to the British Parliament 
by Prime Minister Winston Churchill’s 
coalition government. The new plan, 
which was set forth’ in a “white paper” 
and explained by Lord Woolton, Minis- 
ter for Reconstruction, fulfils in spirit 
the pledges of the government made 
when the House of Commons debated 
Sir William Beveridge’s report in Feb- 
ruary 1943. Many commentators sug- 
gested that the new plan was designed 
to sidetrack the Beveridge program and 
to reduce its benefits. 
FINANCING.—The  government’s _ plan 
would be financed by compulsory weekly 
contributions from all persons able to 
pay, but, in the first year, these contri- 
butions would amount to less than half 
the cost of the scheme, the national treas- 
ury making up the difference. 

The government’s scheme will cost 
the country about $2,600,c00,000 in the 
first years, as compared with the Bev- 
eridge Plan’s estimated cost of about 
$2,788,000,000. The costs of the plan will 
rise each year and will be self-balancing 
in 1975, when it will be costing about 
$3,324,000,000 for the year. 
BENEFITS.—The plan proposed in the 
White Paper will provide insurance for 
all of the 47,500,000 citizens against the 
common eventualities of life. Included 
in the program is a comprehensive health 
service, of which the dental aspects have 
not yet been outlined. 
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HORACE WELLS CENTENARY 


U. S. Senate Takes Norte or 
Horace Wetits CENTENARY 


The United States adopted a joint 
resolution September 21 “Memorializing 
the name of Horace Wells,” discoverer 
of the anesthetic properties of nitrous 
oxide. The resolution was introduced 
by Sen. Francis Maloney, Connecticut, 
at the request of the Horace Wells Cen- 
tenary Committee of the American Den- 
tal Association, of which Eugene M. 
Clifford, Hartford, Conn., is chairman. 
The resolution, which now goes to the 
House of Representatives for enactment, 
was adopted from the calendar without 
discussion on a favorable report by Sen. 
Alben W. Barkley, Kentucky, acting for 
the Senate Library Committee. 

The resolution sets forth that the 
“dream” of making the human _ body 
safely insensible to pain during surgi- 
cal operations “came true, when, in 
Hartford, Connecticut, on December 11, 
1844, Dr. Horace Wells, a member of 
the dental profession, having concluded 
that nitrous oxide gas breathed into the 
lungs would induce general harmless in- 
sensibility to pain, voluntarily tested his 
belief in inhaling in the presence of col- 
leagues enough of that gas to cause tem- 
porary unconsciousness and by submit- 
ting to a dental extraction while under 
its effects.” 

It is also explained in the resolution 
that Dr. Wells, “in the spirit of exalted 
public service,’ gave his patients the 
benefit of his method, and also made the 
method known, “thus becoming one of 
the world’s greatest benefactors.” 

The measure also provides that “in 
commemoration of the life and achieve- 
ments of Dr. Horace Wells, the Congress 
hereby pays tribute to him and to his 
deeds of service to humanity.” 


Arthur H. Merritt, chairman of the 
program committee of the Horace Wells 
Centenary Committee of the American 
Dental Association, recently stated that 
a distinguished group of speakers had 
been invited to participate in the cere- 
monies which will be held in Hartford, 
Conn., December 11. 


WAR SERVICE COMMITTEE 


War Service Committee Reports 
4,000 Orricer Survey REPLIES 


Four thousand dental officers of the 
Army and Navy have returned their 
questionnaires to date in the survey of 
all dental officers that is being made 
through the War Service Committee of 
the American Dental Association, C. 
Willard Camalier. stated recently. 

While only tentative conclusions are 
possible at such an early date, the War 
Service Committee will discuss data 
gained from the questionnaires at its 
meeting in Chicago, October 14. The 
committee will also present certain rec- 
ommendations during the annual meet- 
ing of the House of Delegates in order 


to make provisions for returning dental 


officers. 

A preliminary survey of the 4,000 re- 
plies indicates an interest on the part 
of dental officers in postgraduate and 
refresher courses, financial and _profes- 
sional aid in reestablishing practices, the 
availability of surplus dental equipment 
and supplies to returning officers and bet- 
ter provisions for reciprocity in dental 
licensure. The returns also indicate no 
desire for “socialized dentistry,” and 
many urge the American Dental As- 
sociation to protect their interests in this 
regard. The replies also give evidence 
that dental officers prefer the discharge 
of the older men and those in limited 
service in that order. 
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
